No. PERS/1114/75-Vol. VI :—In exercise of the 
powers conferred by clause (b) of sub-section (2) of 
soction 37 of the International Airports Authority 
Act, 1971 (43 of 1971) tho Interntional Airports 
Authority of India with the previous appro¬ 
val of the Central Government hereby makes the 
following regulations to amend tho International Air¬ 
ports Authority of India (Employees Contributory 
Provident Fund and Family Pension Fund) Regu¬ 
lations, 1982 namely :— 

1. (1) These regulations’ may be called the Inter¬ 
national Airports Authority of India (Employees 
Contributory Provident Fund and Family Pension 
Fund) Amendment Regulations, 1993, 

(2) They shall come into force on tho date of their 
publication in the Official Gazette. 

2. In the International Airports Authority of India 
(Employees Contributory Provident Fund and 
Family Pension Fund) Regulations, 1982— 

(1) In regulation 3, for sub-regulation (1) the 
following sub-regulation shall bo substituted: 

“Board of Trustees (1) The Fund established under 

those Regulations shall bo administered by tho 

Board of Trustees consisting of tho following 

members, namoly:— 

(a) Executive Director (Finance and Accounts)— 

—Ex-oiTicio President 

(b) Secretary, International Airports Authoiity 
of India—Ex-officio 

(c) General Manager (Personnel)—Ex-officio 

(d) Deputy General Manager (Finance and 
Accounts)—Ex-officio 
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(e) Two representatives of the employees to bo 
nominated by the Chairman from amongst 
the members of the Fund in consultation with 
the employees. 

(f) A representative of the officers to bo nomi¬ 

nated by tho Chairman from amongst the 
members of the Fund in consultation with the 
officers.” 

(2) For regulation 13 the following regulation 
shall bo substituted namely :— 

“13, Membership of tins fund—17very regular 
employee of the authority shall bo entitled and re¬ 
quired to become a member of this fund from the 
date of joining the authority. 

Explanation ; (a) Tf an employee has been a 
member of a Contributory Provident Fund covered 
under the Employees Provident Fund Scheme, 1952 
or any other Provident Fund established by the 
Central or State Government and/or any other 
Provident Fund recognised under the Income Tax 
Act, 1961 and 1ms not withdrawn the Provident Fund 
amount standing to his crodit at tho time of joining 
the Authority he/she shall bo allowed to transfer tho 
accumulations standing to his/her credit to the fund. 

(b) The pensioners and superannuated persons 
of tho State/Central Government departments will 
become members of the fund from tho date of their 
appointment provided that their employment is not 
less than one year or is extended for one year or 
more. 

(c) The persons appointed on contract basis shall 
not bo eligible to become member of the fund unless 
their contracts of appointment specifically provide 
for tho same.” 

(3) For regulation 25, tho following regulation 
shall bo substituted namely:— 

“25, Final withdrawals of accumulations in the 
Fund—* 

(J) When a member quits tho service of the 
Authority, the accumulated balance standing 
to his crodit in the Fund shall, subject to tho 
deduction of Income-tax that may be due 
and payable by him according to the pro¬ 
visions of tho Income-tax Act, 1961 and also 
subject to any deductions under regulations 
V becomes payable to him;

Provided that if the member quits service 
for taking up appointment with Central or 
State Govt, or any autonomous organisation 
or any society registered under tho Societies 
Registration Act, 1960, or Public Under¬ 
taking etc. with tho prior permission of the 
Authority, the balance at his credit in the 
Fund shall not be payable to him but be 
transferred to his now employer if the Pro¬ 
vident Fund Rules of that employer allow 
such transfer. 

(2) On retirement after attaining the ago of 
superannuation: 

Providod that when a member has proceeded 
on leave preparatory to retirement, seventy 
five per cent of the amount of subscription 
and interest thereon standing to his credit 
in the Fund, shall upon application made by 
him in that behalf to the competent authority 
become payable to him. 

(3) On compulsory retirement or retrenchment 
due to reduction in establishment.” 

(4) in regulation 28, after sub-regulation (3). 
the following sub-regulation shall be added 
namely 

“(4) Interest after cessation of Membership :— 
In case the outgoing member does not with¬ 
draw the accumulations upto six months from 
the date of cessation of membership, no in¬ 
terest will be credited to his account after the 
expiry of six months from the date of cessa¬ 
tion of membership. However, in cases where 
the delay is on the part of the management, 
interest will be credited upto the month pre¬ 
ceding to that in which the payment is made.”
